WASHINGTON ( U P I )—Secretary 
of State William P. R og ers says the 
United States is justified in using its 
air power anywhere in Indochina to 
protect 
U.S. 
troops 
withdrawing 
from V ietnam , including air strikes 
to support South V ietn am ese attacks 
into Laos and Cambodia. 
R og ers’ 
pointed 
rem ark s 
ap­ 
peared to be an advance hint of 
some 
bold

against Com m unist sanctuaries in 
the nations bordering Vietnam . 
There was speculation in Saigon 
before R o g e rs’ news conference late

No, It's Not Goodby 
To Secular City 
Sacrament of Baptism 
planned at St. Mary's 


By DAVID POLING 


Five years ago Harvey Cox, professor, philosopher and 
theologian, wrote a little paperback called “The Secular 
City.” In about 10 minutes it became a national best­ 
seller. With humor, insight and nerve, Cox caught the 
mood of the Christian community as it looked for new 
ministry within urban America. The book was sensation­ 
ally received on campus. It hit the general reading lists 
of almost every denomination. It has been translated into 
a dozen languages and triggered endless discussions and 
debates. 
Cox’s theme was direct and simple: We are witnessing 
the rise of urban society and the decline of traditional 
religion. No more will the future be governed by the 
Gothic past. Theology, church policy, personal belief—-all 
is in rapid change and constant flux. This is the impact 
of the secular society and the book has been read by 
hundreds of thousands. 
Harvey and Nancy Cox and their two youngsters lived 
in the secular city of Boston, or rather its ghetto, Rox- 
bury. Here they hoped to share in the ache and hopes of 
the poor, the black and the aged. With artistic talent, 
natural leadership and boundless good will they lunged 
into the affairs, confusion, politics and classrooms of this 
urban slum. Community action groups, PTA, voter regis­ 
tration, better housing—all these, besides the Christmas 
pageant, were the regular round of this involved family 
who greeted even the worst part of the city with joy. It 
lasted for seven years. 
When interviewed by Charles Fager in Christian Cen­ 
tury (Jan. 6, 1971) Cox revealed that he had moved out 
of Roxbury, away from the slum, into the more stable 
community of Cambridge. (I realize that some Boston 
citizens might challenge that observation.) He gave many 
reasons for the change, as well as some new developments 
in his family life style for the ’70s: 
• His home in Roxbury had been hit by seven bur­ 
glaries . 
. “Once we were completely cleaned out of all 
high-fidelity equipment, all musical instruments, all cam­ 
eras, projectors.” 
• The increasing difficulty of “relating” to the com­ 
munity . . . “there was always a problem in figuring out 
at what point we were exercising too much leadership or 
too little.” 
• “I believe to some extent in the notion so widely cir­ 
culated just now that the best place for white people to 
be working is in white communities.” 
In his new community, Cox has fulfilled one of his great 
ambitions—to yank the telephone off the wall! For years 
he tried to avoid the inquiring reporter, the anxious stu­ 
dent, the racing radical and theological panhandlers. 
"Well," he told Fager, “we’ve been living since June 
without a telephone, and I want to tell you that it is fan­ 
tastic.” (In emergency, call him at his office at Harvard 
Divinity School. Personally, he uses the pay phone down 
the street.) 
Other changes in family living—living with another fam­ 
ily! Dr. Cox argues for Christian commune living of a 
sort. Every couple has its own bedroom and bank book 
But the cooking and baby sitting is shared, as is the wine 
cellar and hi-fi. More changes include no television. No 
automobile but lots of bikes. And still plenty of excite­ 
ment about the future of the Jesus people. Goodby to the 
Secular City? No, Harvey has just moved to another part 
of town.

Whatsitsname

NEW YORK (NEA) 
Now that the television industry has bowed to the warn­ 
ings of the American Cancer Society and stopped ciga­ 
rette commercials, many Americans are worrying about 
where their next anxiety is coming from. They needn’t. 
It’s here. It has been here all the time: 
Death. 
A reawakened interest in death appears to be develop­ 
ing across the nation among persons who value the men­ 
tal health of those of us who live. 
Dr. E. James Lieberman, a psychiatrist at Howard Uni­ 
versity School of Medicine, claims most Americans have 
been treating death like it isn’t there and says this kind 
of reaction is begging for some serious psychological 
problems. 
In Washington the other day, the city’s largest newspa­ 
per pleaded. “We Must Get Death Back Into Perspec­ 
tive. 
A study published by the Russell Sage Foundation re­ 
cently declared that “it does not seem that we are much 
inclined to obey Freud’s injunction, ‘To endure life, pre­ 
pare for death.’ Rather, many of us appear to gaze upon 
death with a frozen stare, as if it were not there, or as if 
we were looking through a pane of glass at something of 
which we were not a part.” 
The idea is not exactly new. In 1959, Muriel Spark wrote 
a book entitled, “Memento Mori.” The Latin words mean, 
“Remember that thou must die.” 
Apparently too many Americans are forgetting it. Now 
our social scientists have leaped upon the subject and 
linked our attitudes toward death with (what else?) the 
“social deviance and disorganization that pervade our 
society.” 
Nobody talks about grave subjects at the dinner table 
these days. Death, it seems, has replaced sex as the so­ 
cial taboo. Conscientious hostesses think twice before 
serving angel food cake. 
This refusal to look death straight in the eye, says Dr. 
Lieberman, can lead to all sorts of problems—subcon­ 
scious conflicts related to severe depression or patho­ 
logical behavior. 
“Nobody tries to prepare us for death any more,” he 
said, “except the friendly insurance man or funeral home 
. . . most of the messages we get premise (not promise) 
everlasting life on earth—in soft, clean, hairless, de­ 
odorized, fragrant original skin.” 
Lieberman says our failure to face death can be at­ 
tributed to several things: 
• It’s harder for Americans to face death as directly 
as they once did. The emphasis now is on living life, the 
future. Many no longer believe in the salving concept of 
an afterlife.* So one now has to face death straight on, 
without aids of any kind, and many Americans are lost 
or trying to escape by “copping out”—that is, trying to 
avoid the emotional pain of death. 
• Nonemotionalism more and more is becoming a 
cherished and respected fact of life in the culture. 
• The media—in particular, television—have made 
dying seem almost frivolous and not the human tragedy 
that it is. 
The future of death in America, in cold statistics, does 
not look promising, either—regardless of what you think 
of the H-bomb and pollution. Fewer people are dying. 
During the first 50 years of this century, normal life 
expectancy increased from 40 to 70 years. Now, more 
than nine out of 10 children born alive will remain that 
way until they’re 40. And whereas half the population 
used to die before 40, half now live beyond the age of 70. 
What can Americans do to prevent the serious emo­ 
tional disorders caused by not taking death seriously? 
Simple. Lieberman agrees with Freud who first spelled 
out the necessity for people going through a period of 
mourning for a lost relative or friend so that a more-or- 
ess normal life can ensue. 
The only cure,” he said, “is tears.”

Then 
when he lost the s p a d e 
finesse to West South could 
sit back and claim his con­ 
tract. In fact he might well 
wind up with an overtrick. 
West would have to lose a 
trick with any card he led. 
A spade lead would give 
South two spade tricks. A 
heart lead would let South 
score his 10. A diamond lead 
would ride up to South’s 
queen. West would have to 
lead one of those suits since 
South would have pulled all 
his clubs.

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BUILD WINDOW BOX NOW, ENJOY 
FLOWERS WHEN SPRING ARRIVES 


Certain houses benefit by 
the addition of a window box 
or two filled with flowers. 
If yours is one of them, get­ 
ting a box ready now before 
warm weather arrives is an 
easy project. 
W i n d o w boxes can be 
hung at front or side win­ 
dows or g a r a g e windows. 
They can also be used to 
decorate the sides of steps 
leading to a front or side 
door. 
P a t t e r n s are• available 
from mail order companies 
and at most lumberyards. 
Since any p a t t e r n would 
have to be adjusted for your 
window size anyway, you 
might just design your own. 
Window boxes should be 
a b o u t eight inches deep, 
about six inches wide at the 
bottom and a little wider at 
the top. 
Use wood that will with­ 
stand weather (redwood and 
cypress are best). Oak and 
pine can be used if suitably 
finished. Prevent rotting by 
treating with a wood pre­ 
servative. 
Use preservatives c a r e ­ 
fully. 
Some 
c a n n o t 
be 
painted over since they will 
bleed through. These will 
require sealing with alumi­ 
num paint or shellac. Some 
preservatives impart their 
own color to the finish. Read 
labels carefully and check 
with the dealer. 
A good natural finish in­ 
volves several applications 
of boiled linseed oil. Allow 
it to soak in for several 
hours before wiping off. Re­ 
peat several times, allowing 
a day in between. 
Spar varnish is a good but 
more expensive finish for 
wood used o u t d o o r s . Of 
c o u r s e , you may simply 
want to paint the box to 
match the house or the trim. 
When you put the box to­ 
gether, combine nails and 


glue for sturdy construction. 
Better yet are wood screws. 
You can add to the per­ 
manence of the box by lin­ 
ing it with sheet metal. This 
also allows you to plant right 
in the box. 
You may find it more 
practical to fill the box with 
potted plants. Not only is 
this easier and less messy, 
it also allows for a variety 
of blooms throughout the 
season. 
Provide drain holes in the 
bottom of the box—one in 
each corner and another in 
the middle. Set the pots in 
peat moss inside the box. 
You can add decorative 
touches by applying precut 


molding strips and painting 
them a different color. 
A w i n d o w box needs 
plenty of support. If you 
want to fasten the box to the 
wall with screws, recess the 
bottom of the box so that it 
is an inch higher than the 
back and sides. Drill holes 
at top and b o t t o m for 
screws. 
If you use angle irons, 
build the bottom flush with 
the sides. If the bottom is re­ 
cessed, cut the lower edge 
wherever you put an angle 
iron so that it can go up 
against the bottom of the 
box. Use two-inch or larger 
angle irons.

It took a bit of doing but 
it would appear that advo­ 
cates of a “silver Ike dol­ 
lar” made their point. The 
1970 Coinage Law provides 
for the minting of 150 mil­ 
lion 40 per cent silver dol­ 
lars over a five-year period 
beginning 
almost 
immedi­ 
ately and an unlimited num­ 
ber of cupro-nickel dollars 
starting in late 1971. 
Plans for the distribution 
of the silver dollars will be 
announced in a few days

The new c o i n a g e law 
marks the first time a $1 
coin has been p r o d u c e d 
since 1935 and the first time 
a portrait of a president has 
appeared on a dollar coin. 
When i s s u e d , the Eisen­ 
hower dollar will complete 
the regular series of coins 
struck by the mint bearing 
profiles of f o r m e r presi­ 
dents. 


The obverse of the Ike 
dollar bears his profile as 
the device with the inscrip­ 
tion LIBERTY in r a d i u s 
above and the date 1971 be­ 
low. 
Our 
national 
motto, 
“In God We Trust,” occu­ 
pies the field to the lower 
left of the image. 


On the reverse, a 
bald 
eagle symbolic of Apollo 11 
spacecraft, “The Eagle,” is 
depicted landing on the sur­ 
face of the moon clutching 
an o l i v e b r a n c h in its 
claws. The issuing authority, 
United States of America, 
and the denomination radius 
the device top and bottom. 
Thirteen stars embay 
the 
motto, “E Pluribus Unum,” 
and a moon's-eye view of the 
earth. 


Frank Gasperro, chief en­ 
graver with the U.S. Mint, 
executed the design and his 
initials may be found at the 
neck truncation on the ob­ 
verse and immediately un­ 
der the center tail feather 
on the reverse. Gasperro is 
also responsible for the re­ 
verse design of the Kennedy 
half-dollar and the Lincoln 
Memorial cent. 


Silver Dollar Market 
Three years ago a list of 
the Top Twenty Silver Dol­ 
lars and Silver Certificates 
and their values was avail­ 
able to anyone on receipt of 
a 
self-addressed, 
stamped 
envelope. The response was 
overwhelming. 
Since then, most issues of

currency 
have advanced noticeably in 
retail value, especially the 
silver dollar, which must be 
respected as the single silver 
d e n o m i n a t i o n with the 
greatest 
investment 
poten­ 
tial. 
Free Value List 
We have revised this list 
to reflect 1971 retail values, 
including the 2.9 m i l l i o n 
rare Carson City silver dol­ 
lars soon to be sold on a bid- 
sale basis by the General 
S e r v i c e s Administration 
Property and Disposal Serv­ 
ice. 
Each coin is represented 
by its date, mint letter and 
value in four conditions— 
(VG) Very Good, (EF) Ex­ 
tremely Fine, 
(UNC) 
Un­ 
circulated, and Proof. The 
prices shown are an average 
of the over-all market and 
are intended as guide lines 
to help readers establish ap­ 
proximate values. They are 
not to be construed as an of­ 
fer to buy on the part of the 
author or publisher. 
To establish the grade or 
condition of silver dollars, I 
refer you to “Cowles Com­ 
plete Encyclopedia of U.S. 
Coins” or “PHOTOGRADE,” 
either of which may be pur­ 
chased at your local book or 
coin shop.
